OLD ESTIMATE BY HYDE, 


Significant Point Made in Revi- 
sion Promulgated by Agri- 
cultural Department — New 
Figures Cause Excitement. 


WASHINGTON, July 2%.—Assistant 
Secretary Hayes today made the fol- 
lowing report to Secretary Wilson on 
the acreage of cotton in the Southern 
States in 1905, as cOmpared with that 
Planted in 1904: 

“The crop-estimating board of the 
Department of Agriculture has consid- 
ered the report issued by the Bureau 
‘of Statistics on June 2 relative to the 
acreage planted in cotton in the South- 
ern States in 196% in comparison with 
that planted in 1904, and has concluded: 

“First, that a new estimate should 
be made on acreage planted, and that 
the figures in Mr. Hyde's hands when 
making his estimates distributed as the 
basis. 

“Second, that Mr. Hyde, with Mr. 
Holmes at his elbow prompting him, 
made the estimate lower than the facts 
at his hand from the reports from the 
seven classes of reporters employed by 
the bureau warranted. 

“Third, the board finds, upon careful 
consideration of the reports of all 
classes of correspondents and agents 
that the acreage planted in cotton this 
year, including the entire season. 
should have been estimated at 85.1 per 
eent of that planted. last year, equiva- 
lent to a reduction in planted acreage 
as compared with last year of 14.9 per 
cent (instead of 11.4 per cent), or 4,731,- 
000 acres—the estimate of the total acre- 
fige nlanted this year being 26,999,000 
acres.

“SHE CAME BETWEEN

Deserted Woman Supports Six 
Children — Husband Rarely 
Came to Her, She Says— 
Not Surprised at Tragedy. 


“She came between us,’’ says Mrs. 
Ellen Card, wife of Frank W. Card, 
the man who killed Beuiah Craft, and 
then tried.to.kill himself. in her home 
at 3214 North Broadway Tuesday night. 

Mrs. Card lives with her six children 
at 211 South Fourteenth street. The 
two youngest children are twins, Zz 
years, and the eldest is 14. 

She was married to Card 14 years ago. 
He left her 18 months ago, she says, 
and was infatvated with Beulah Craft. 
Mrs. Card made no effort to get a dl- 
vorce. 

“The tragedy is not unexpected to 
me,”” said Mrs. Card Tuesday. ‘I have 
been looking for something of the kind. 
I was told that Beulah Craft was car- 
rying a pistol and had threatened to 
shoot me. I do not believe my husband 
would have allowed her to kill me. 

‘Three weeks ago Beuiah’ Craft came 
to this house and taunted me with the 
fact that she had won my husband's 
love from me. She laughed at me. 

‘My children heard her as she ex- 
ulted over me. She had done so before. 
It was her pride that she had taken 
another woman’s husband away from 
her. She seemed to love to taunt me.” 


Will Go to Erring Husband. 

“T shall do what I can to help Frank. 
I intend to go to see him at the City 
Hospital today. I shal Iremain here un fl 
I know what is going to become of him. 
Then I shall go away-—I shall return to 
my own people in Montana. I cannot 
live in St. Louis now. 

“We were living happfly in Cora, 
Colo., until about two years ago. My 
husband was a railroad conductor. But 
he was hurt in a wreck and obtained 
$2000 damages. Then he left me to come 
to St. Louis. He brought with hin some 
Colorado agates and other stores to 
peddle on the streets during the Words 
Fair. He came to this very Icd ing 
house, which was then conducted by 
others. 

“Soon I began to receive letters te!l- 
ing me that my husband was in love 
with this Beulah Craft. They were 
written by persons in the house, I 
wrote to Frank and asred him about 
these stories, He replied thot they wer 
not true, and I believed him, We hid 
never had any trouble of that kind in 
all the years of our married life. 

‘T came to St. Louis hast October. 
paying my own railroad fare, bec.use 
my husband had not sent me any meney 
since June 27, 1904. I reached bere on 
Sunday. He saw me coming fr°-m a cor- 
ner and left, not returning for several 
days.”’

“My hueband has never lived with me 
since.

‘“T told my husband once that he was 
disgracing us and putting a stain on 
the children’s good name. He said he 
would go away from 8&t. Louis, would 
leave Beulah Craft and would never 
come back, but he did not keep his 
word. After awhile I took charge of 
this house and have managed to make 
a living for myself and the children.” 

Mrs. Card becomes greatly agitated 
when she thinks of the possible fate con- 
fronting her faithless husband. 

“Do you think they will hang him?" 
she asks repeatedly. And then she adds, 
hopefully: ‘Maybe they'li only send 
him to the penitentiary.” 

She says she will not live with him 
if he is released. Her two oldest boys 
will help her support the family. 

Card shot Beulah Craft three times, 
in the right breast, in the left breast 
and the head, killing her instantly. She 
was sitting in her room at the time.

He 
hoped the officers would defy him; or that someone would resist arrest, 
or that even an incipient mob might rise. It was absolutely essential 
that St. Louis County should be “lawless.”

John T. Milliken Claims $96,- 
050.51 Due Firm. 


John T. Milliken filed suit Tuesday in 
the Circuit Court against Corwin H.

James Miiler, an extra motorman on 
the Easton avenue line, returned to St. 
Louis two months ago after serving 
three years in the regular army in the 
Philippines, was attacked by more than 
a dozen negroes Tuesday night after he 
had run into a furniture van at Fif- 
teenth and Morgan streets. 

Miller was in charge of car No. 2468 
on the Easton avenue line and was gvo- 
ing east on Morgan street. 

As he neared Fifteenth street he says 
he saw a furniture van standing on the 
south side of the tracks. When he was 
close to it he says the driver applied 
the whip and attempted to cross the 
tracks ahead of the car. Miller says 
he applied the air brakes and rang his 
gong, but he was so close on it that 
the car struck the rear end of the 
wagon. 

A negro was sitting in the end of the 
wagon and the collision threw him out. 
He alighted on the granite-paved street 
on his head and the force of the fall 
made him unconscious. A crowd of ne- 
groes was on the street corner and they 
thought the negro was killed. 

Miller stopped his cdr and instantly 
two negroes boarded it and attempted 
to drag Miller off. He used the control- 
ler bar and beat them off. 

Others took their place and it appeared 
that Miller would be roughly handled by 
the crowd. He was struck im the face 
and stabbed in the arms. He continued 
to use his controller bar. 

A passer-by turned in a riot call to 
the Fourth District Police Station and 
Sergt. Hurst and a squad of police in a 
patrol wagon hurried to the _ scene, 
clubbed their way through the crowd 
and drove away the motorman’s assail- 
ants, arresting 13. 

Erwin Irwin, the negro who was 
thrown from the wagon, was taken to 
the City Hospital- where his -wounds 
were dressed. His condition is said to 
be not serious. Motorman Miller was 
taken to the’ City .Dispensary and after 
his wounds, two stabs on the arm and 
numerous bruises and contusions, were 
dressed, he was taken to his home at 
1424A Whittier street. 

The prisoners were locked up ‘at the 
Carr Street Police Station.

FADS AND FANCIES 


“DENIES 


President Is Emphatic in Statement and Resents Insin- 
uations—Publisher’s Story of How Photo Was Procured 
Told Through His Agent, Mrs. Wade Hamoton. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Ju.y 2%.—An interest- 
ing controversy has arisen between 
President Roosevelt and W. D. Mann, 
proprietor of Town Topics, over the 
question of whether or not the Presi- 
dent authorized the publishers of “Fads 
and Fancies'' to include a sketch and 
photograph of himself in that remarka- 
ble work of varity. 

“President Roosevelt did send us his 
photograph with his autograph inscribed 
on it. He gave it to our representative 
with a full understanding that & was to 
be reproduced, together with his biogra 
phy in “Fads and Fancies,” and he 
was to receive a copy of the book. I am 
not certain but I have some written 
authorization to this effect from the 
President in my safe at the office.” 

These are the authorized words of Col. 
W. D. Mann. Equally positive is the 
statement from Oyster Bay, which says: 

“The President resents the insinua- 
tion that he ever gave his consent to the 
publication of his photograph and bi- 
ography in ‘Fads and Fancies,’ or that 
he ever sent his photograph, either with 
or without his autograph, to Town Top- 
ics or ‘Fads and Fancies.’ ” 

Mrs. Wade Hampton, a newspaper re- 
porter of this city, is alleged to have ob- 
tained the photograph from Mr. Roose- 
velt, across which he had written his 
autograph. 

At the same time ‘t appears that the 
President did not Know that his picture 
was to be published in ‘Fads and Fan 
cles.” Mrs. Hampton herself is the au- 
thority for this statement. The President 
would not listen to explanation of the 
purpose to which his picture was to be 
put, telling her 
with it and put it in any book she chose, 
is her exp'anation. 

“When ‘Fads and Fancies’ was pro- 
tected,’ said Mrs. Hampton, “Col. Mann 
gent for me and asked me if TI could not 
see some of the persons he named to 
me as among those it was desired to 
have in the book. Among others he 
spoke of the President. He asked me if 
I could not obtain letters which would 
admit me to see the President. I agreed 
to do what ! could. 


Procuring Roosevelt’s Picture. 

“With two lette:s from Gen. Wade 
Hampton, my father-in-law, one intro 
ducing me and the other about some 
private matters between the Presiden: 
and the General, I called one day at the 
White ‘House, 


to do what she pleased ' 


| “IL found there two delegations—one to 
ask him to open the Richmond Fair, the 
other being a band of cowboys. The 
President greeted me cordially. 

“ “If you don’t mind, I would rather 
wait until you have finished with the 
others who are here to see you,’ I said 
to him, and he thanked me as if I had 
conferred a great favor on him. I saw 
him talk with the men from Richmond, 
and I suppose he agreed to press a but- 
ton to open their exhibition. Then he 
went over to the cowboys, addressed 
as ‘Boys,’ at which they all grinned 
happily and talked over ranch iife 
With them. 

“When they left he came toward me 
and said: ‘What can I do for you, Mrs. 
Hampton?’ and | said to him, “There ts 
um book | want to get you to let your 
picture appear in, It is to be the great- 
est book of its kind ever’—— 

“He touched a button as I spoke and 
& minute later an usher came with a 
copy of the Presidents photograph. 

‘Here is the picture, Mrs. Hampton, 


he said; ‘put it in any book you like, 
or do anything you please with it.’ 


Authorized Without Knowing. 
“so it is true that President Hovuse- 
velt did authorize the use of his signed 
photograph in ‘Fads and Fancies,’ "’ 
concluded Mrs, Hampton, “though he 
did not know it at tne time. I tried 


hard enough ito make him listen to 
what I wanted to teli him about the 


book, but he wouldn't pay any atten- 
tion to me On that matter except to 
icll me to do whatever I pleased with 
his picture. That was in September, 
1901, only a short time after the death 
of President McKiniey.’’ 

Col. Mann is busily engaged these 
days defending Town Topics from ac- 


rusations of being a party to  biack- 
mailing schemes. Hie returned this 
week from Europe and has given oui 
s¢veral interviews in which the purity 
of his paper has been conspicuousiy 
set forth. 

“Scandal? Why, I have stuff locked 
up in my safe that would turn New 
,ork upside down if it were published,’’ 
said he. “‘But Town Topics is a pure 
periodical. Come in any day and. I'll 
tell you all 1 know and I'll show you 
how hard it is to run a clean newspa- 
per. 

As none of the subscribers to ‘‘Fads 
ind Fancies’’ has been willing to ac- 
kncwledge that he Subscribed for the 
iLook to prevent scandalous’. publica- 
tiuns in Town Topics it now seems un- 
iike'y that criminal prosecutions will 
ensue. 

liowever, the case against Ahle, for- 
merly a Town Topics solicitor, accused 
of attempted extortion, will be pushed.
